Rio  de  Janeiro,  January  ist,  18^5. 

The  epidemic  which  has  been  reported 
from  various  points  in  the  states  of  %^o 
Paulo,  JMinas  Geraes  and  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
seems  to  bt^  rapidly  disappearing.  A  few 
cases  are  still  under  treatment  at  Barra  do 
Pirahy,  and  possibly  at  one  or  two  neigh- 
boring places,  but  aside  from  these,  and  an 
occasional  case  in  Silo  Paulo,  of  which  we 
have  no  certain  news,  nothing  remains  of 
the  epidemic.  On  the  Central  railway,  the 
authorities  are  still  restricting  traffic  and 
subjecdng  travellers  to  a  multitude  of  un- 
necessary annoyances.  Of  course,  in- 
numerable complaints  have  been  made, 
but  without  avail.  The  service  of  disin- 
fection has  been  made  unnecessarily  severe 
and  prejudicial,  Luid  that,  tuo,  under  the 
supervision  of  medical  men  who  ought  to 
know  better.  Cholera  is  a  disease  which 
is  not  propagated  through  the  atmosphere, 
consequently  the  disinfecdon  and  fumiga- 
tion of  persons  and  articles  which  have  not 
been  in  actual  contact  with  the  disease,  is 
quite  unnecessary.  The  destruction  of 
clothing  and  other  ardcles  of  travellers 
who  have  simply  ridden  through  the  sus- 
pected districts  in  closed  railway  coaches, 
is  a  wanton  abuse  of  authority.  While 
we  have  counseled  a  cheerful  obedience  to 
all  regulations  imposed  by  the  sanitary 
authorities,  in  view  of  the  threatened 
danger,  we  do  not  imply  that  an  uncom- 
plaining submission  should  be  rendered  to 
such  abuses  of  authority  as  these.  In  all 
probability,  however,  the  restrictions  will 
very  soon  be  removed,  for  there  will  be  no 
epidemic  to  fear.  From  Argenrina  there 
is  no  longer  contestations  of  the  existence 
of  cholera.  There,  as  here,  the  disease 
seems  to  be  of  the  mildest  character,  and 
the  indications  are  that  it  will  be  easily 
repressed. 


One  of  the  very  first  reforms  which  the 
minister  of  finance  should  introduce  into 
the  department  under  his  control,  is  that 
of  strict  accountabiHty.  Every  vintcm  paid 
out  should  be  for  an  authorized  purpose, 
and  not  one  should  be  paid  for  purposes 
not  expressly  covered  by  an  autliorization. 
In  such  matters  the  Treasury  should  not  be 
considered  a  political  factor  in  the  govern- 


ment, but  a  business  factor  jnire  and  simple, 
It  is  the  custodian  of  the  public  revenues, 
the  accountant  of  public  expenditures,   Its 

operations  should  be  as  carefully  entered 
and  auditeil  as  those  of  the  cashier  of  a 
bank,  and  as  the  minister  of  finance  is  a 
public  employe  his  books  ami  balances 
should  be  open  at  all  times  fur  public 
inspection.  In  no  case  and  at  no  time 
should  he  be  permitted  to  use  an  arbitrary 
discretion  as  to  the  funds  under  his  control. 
The  money  docs  not  belong  10  him,  nor  to 
the  government  of  which  he  forms  a  part, 
It  belongs  to  the  wliole  uAtion,  and  it  is 
entrusted  to  his  guardianship  for  certain 
specified  purposes.  Reyond  that  he  has  no 
right  to  go.  It  is  the  duty  of  Congress  to 
determine  how  this  money  shall  be  used, 
and  it  is  its  duty  to  make  every  ai)propria- 
tion  specific.  If  this  is  not  done,  then  tliere 
can  be  no  check  on  the  executive  and  no 
proper  fiscalizadon  of  expenditures,  It  was 
the  practice  under  the  monarchy  to  permit 
a  very  large  discretion  in  the_u,se  of  these . 
public  funds  and  this  practice,  we  regret 
to  say,  lias  been  continued  unchanged. 
During  the  past  two  years,  we  have  even 
seen  vast  sums  used  for  secret  and  unauth- 
orized purposes  even  during  the  sittings  of 
Congress.  And  we  have  also  seen  the 
public  debt  increased  and  public  obligations 
incurred,  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
way,  through  the  illegal  and  unauthorized 
issue  of  paijcr  money.  It  is  needless  to 
say  that  there  can  be  no  real  confidence 
in  a  country  which  jjractises  such  acts,  nor 
confidence  in  a  people  which  permits 
them  without  protest.  The  financial  worUl 
may  condone  an  occasional  outbreak  of 
reckless  and  wild  financiering,  but  when  it 
has  to  deal  with  chronic  irregularities 
of  this  kind,  and  with  absolute  insensibility 
and  apathy  on  the  [lart  of  tlie  people  in 
regard  to  them,  the  case  will  be  quite 
different.  If  the  people  show  no  interest 
in  such  irregularities,  no  shadow  of  indig- 
nation over  breaches  of  trust,  abuses 
of  authority  and  ottier  illegal  acts  on  the 
part  of  their  servants,  and  no  interest 
whatever  in  the  strict  and  honest  admin- 
istration of  their  business  nftairs,  then  the 
outside  world  will  infer  that  such  a  people 
are  lacking  in  conscience  and  trustworth- 
iness, and  their  credit  will  suffer  accordingly. 
Confuse  the  question  as  we  may  with  finely 
spun  theories  about  the  privileges  and 
attributes  of  government,  the  same  principles 
of  right  and  wrong  which  we  apply  to 
individuals  are  equally  binding  upon  those 
in  authority.  If  it  is  wrong  for  a  bank 
ca.shier  to  pay  out  money  on  an  uncertified 
draft,  then  it  is  equally  wrong  lor  the 
treasurer  of  a  nation  to  pay  cash  for  an 
unauthorized  service.  And  if  the  one  is 
held  legally  responsible  for  his  act,  then 
the  other  is  equally  guilty  .and  deserving 
of  punishment.  AVe  are  sure  that  the  Pres- 
ident and  minister  of  finance  will  agree 
with  the  general  principles  to  which  we 
have  called  attention,  and  to  the  desirability 
of  giving  them  effect  in  the  future  admin- 
istration of  the  country,  but  they  will 
probably  urge  that  all  things  can  not  be 
done  at  once.  A  beginning,  however,  can 
be  made  at  any  time,  and  no  better  step 
in  this  direcdon  can  be  taken  than  the 
immediate  inidation  of  a  system  of  thor- 
ough accountability  on  the  part  of  every 
custodian  of  the  national  revenues.  To 
secure  this,  let  us  have  at  least  one 
published  balance-sheet  a  month  fiom  the 
national  'I'reasury  and  from  all  its  branches. 
Let  us  k-.KJw  at  least  once  a  month  how 
much  the  revenues  are  yielding,  how  much 
has  been  expended,  and  how  much  cash 
there  is  on  hand.  Let  nothing  be  concealed, 
for  in  c^-nccalment  lie  the  opportunities  of 
those  wlio  would  rob  the  Treasury  and 
overturn  the  liberties  of  the  people. 


THt  first,  if  not  the  only  point  to  be 
consiilered  by  the  government  in  all  ques- 
tions ol  freight  rates,  is  that  of  the  public 
good.  By  this  we  do  not  imply  that  the 
transportation  companies  should  be  sacri- 
ficed, nor  that  they  should  be  requiretl  to 
carry  on  an  unrenmnerative  service  ;  we 
mean  that  the  authorities  should  place  the 
interests  of  the  public  before  everything 
else,  and  that  their  chief  object  shouUl 
always  be  to  develop  the  proiluctive  and 
commercial  interests  of  the  cnunirv.  When, 
therefore,  a  question  arises  like  tli.u  just 
decided  hi  favor  of  a  subsidized  coastwise 
steamship  company,  by  which  the  freight 
u^riff  is  increased  thirty  per  cent,  the 
government  ought  to  exhaust  every  alter- 
native before  api)roving  the  higher  rales. 
It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that 
the  company  in  question  has  been  most 
extravagantly  managed,  and  that  its  salary 
account  is  more  than  double  what  it  should 
be.  If  its  business  is  not  profitable,  then  let 
itrj.it4o*n-'ilvwjc-'-cxttn-V'iIg;trirsaTarii^^iiTi 
dispense  with  all  unnecessary  directors  anil 
employes.  And  then,  although  the  company 
receives  a  heavy  subsidy,  the  government 
exacts  various  services  and  conditions  from 
it  in  return,  which  neariy  counterbalance 
the  benefit.  The  regular  sailings  are  post- 
[)oned  by  the  national  and  state  govern- 
ments for  the  accommodadon  of  officials, 
and  the  com[>any  is  required  to  perform 
many  services  free,  or  with  considerable 
abatements  from  schedule  rates.  A  modi- 
fication in  these  exactions  could  also  be 
made.  And  then,  there  are  many  expensive 
requirements  in  the  working  of  the  steam- 
ers, and  a  multitude  of  burdensome  charges 
and  taxes  —  all  of  whicii  could  easily  be 
mollified,  or  set  aside,  rather  than  increase 
already  excessive  freight  rates.  As  an 
illustration,  the  government  is  even  ex- 
acting a  iransmission-of-property  tax  in 
England  on  the  builder's  delivery  of  a  ship 
to  the  parties  ordering  its  construcdon  — 
a  tax  cleariy  unwarranted  in  law  and  heavily 
burdensome  upon  the  companies  engaged 
in  the  uncertain  venture  of  transpordng 
produce  and  merchandise  on  the  Brazilian 
coast.  If  this  business  is  so  unprofitable 
that  a  subsidized  company  can  not  continue 
without  an  increase  of  30  per  cent  in  its 
freight  rates,  then  why  should  not  the 
government  waive  its  pretensions  to  so 
cpiestionable  a  tax  as  this  ?  The  plain  truth 
is,  the  government  and  the  company  are 
both  engaged  in  the  same  game  —  that 
of  fleecing  the  public.  Tliey  are  both 
unwilling  to  surrender  a  particle  of  the 
salaries  and  revenues  which  they  are 
extracting  from  the  people,  and  are  both 
eager  to  see  if  something  more  can  not  be 
extracted  from  the  same  source  They 
fail  to  see  that  overcharges  will  decrease 
traffic,  and  that  overtaxation  wiU  drive  men 
into  the  ranks  of  non-producers.  And  they 
are  apparently  blind  to  the  logical  results  of 
such  a  policy — the  impoverishment  of  the 
country  and  its  final  reduction  to  a  posidon 
of  humiliating  dependence  upon  its  neigh- 
bors. It  is  a  short-sighted  policy  at  best, 
even  were  it  less  perilous  to  the  higher 
interests  of  the  state.  At  the  present 
moment  the  whole  country  is  painfully 
aware  that  Brazil  has  liecome  largely 
dependent  upon  Argentina  and  Uruguay 
fur  some  of  the  prime  necessaries  of  life — 
beef,  bread,  maize,  hay,  etc.  An  effort  to 
impose  a  rigorous  quarantine  against  a 
cholera  outbreak  in  Argentina  has  failed, 
because  oi  our  dependence  upon  those 
countries  for  beef.  No  one  will  dispute  the 
assertion  that  a  position  like  this  is  dis- 
gracefully discreditable  to  a  country  like 
Brazil.  Instead,  therefore,  of  cultivating  this 
dependence,  the  government  should  devote 
its  best  energies  to  the  correcrion  of  so 
abnormal  a  situation,    Brazil  is  not  without 


favorable  districts  for  stock-raising,  for 
maize,  rice,  and  many  other  food  jjroducts, 
Encouragement  should  therefore  be  given 
to  the  small  industries  which  will  give  the 
country  its  own  food,  and  which  will  release 
it  from  the  danger  of  famine  in  case  of  war 
or  ])estileiice.  .\nd  it  should  not  be  for- 
gotten that  cheap  transportation  Is  an 
important  factor  in  the  development  uf 
sucli  industries.  All  the  small  states,  like 
Parahyba.  Rio  Grande  do  Norte,  .\lagoas, 
Sergipe,  Kspirito  Santo  and  Santa  Catha- 
rina,  can  contribute  greatly  to  this  desirable 
result,  but  only  through  an  efficient  and 
cheap  transportation  service  along  the 
coast.  It  would  be  infinitely  better  for 
Brazil  and  for  the  development  of  these 
small  states  that  the  coastwise  trade  should 
remain  open  to  foreign  competition,  rather 
than  that  this  policy  of  high  transportation 
charges  should  be  continued. 


,v;«^'iJ--*''*'^"C'^''fTrmive  quarantine  abuses 
been  carried  on  this  coast,  that  the  com- 
mercial nations  of  the  world  ought  not  to 
ignore  them  longer.  Other  questions  of 
international  relationship  have  been  dis- 
cussed and  settled,  to  the  satisfaction  of 
all,  but  that  of  quarantines  still  remains. 
Every  nation  establishes  its  own  regulations 
and  imposes  restricrions  without  the  slight- 
est regaril  to  any  general  principle,  or  to 
what  its  neighbors  have  done.  It  results, 
therefore,  that  the  most  trifiing  pretexts  are 
made  to  serve,  that  a  wide  variety  or 
regulations  are  imposed,  that  quarantines 
are  frequently  duplicated,  and  that  no 
responsibility  whatever  is  admitted  for  their 
results.  The  injustice  done  is  simply  incal- 
culable. Heavy  losses  have  been  sustained 
by  shippers  and  merchants,  travellers  have 
been  subjected  to  delays,  losses  and  bad 
treatment,  and  endless  recriminations  have 
arisen  between  neighboring  states  over  the 
arbitrary  action  of  irresponsible  boards  of 
health.  The  whole  subject  is  one  mass  of 
contradictions,  ignorant  customs,  jealousies 
and  fears.  There  is  almost  nothing  in  the 
quarandne  laws  of  the  day,  outside  of  the 
recent  action  of  the  British  authorities,  to 
command  our  confidence  and  respect.  In 
other  matters  the  civihzed  worid  has  made 
more  or  less  progress,  but  in  quarandnes 
we  are  just  where  the  middle  ages  left  the 
subject.  In  a  majority  of  cases  the  lazarettos 
of  to-day  are  scarcely  better  than  those 
which  helped  to  create  disease  five  centuries 
ago.  And,  to  our  shame  be  it  recorded, 
we  are  as  brutal,  mercenary  and  ignorant 
to-day  in  our  treatment  of  those  who  fall 
into  our  quarantine  lazarettos  as  were  our 
ancestors  in  the  days  long  before  America 
was  discovered.  AVe  are  acustomed  to 
compliment  ourselves  on  the  progress  we 
have  made  since  then,  on  our  civilization 
and  humanity,  on  the  sacredness  of  life 
and  the  rights  of  property  which  have  been 
won  for  us  in  modern  times,  on  the  softening 
and  refining  influences  of  Christianity,  on 
our  intelligence  and  scientific  progress,  and 
all  that— and  then  we  go  out  with  sliotguns 
and  cannon  to  close  communication  against 
some  unfortunate  plague-stricken  spot,  and 
we  even  shoot  down  the  fugitives  who  try 
to  cross  the  Hne  so  arbitrarily  and  heartlessly 
drawn.  And  then,  to  show  that  we  are 
willing  to  do  something  for  the  unfortunate, 
we  build  sheds  and  Ixirracks  in  tlie  most 
inconvenient  places  we  can  find,  often 
unhealthy,  always  dirty,  unsanltarv  and 
badly  managed,  and  always  let  out  to 
mercenary  contractors,  and  call  them  quar- 
antine stations  where  the  traveller  must 
purge  himself  of  the  pestilence.  Some  of 
these  pest-holes  are  notorious  breeding- 
places  of  t)'phoid  fever,  thphtheria,  bron- 
chia! troubles,  and  many  other  diseases  of  a 
contagious  character,  Our  sense  of  justice 
also    leads    us   to    detain    ships   for    days 
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and  weeks,  or  turn  ihem    back,  without 
supplies    of   food    and    water.to    destroy 
merchandise,  buildings  andotlier  property, 
and  to  further  injure  and  destroy  property 
by  ignorant  processes  of  disinfection.    And 
for  all  this,   we  jifler  none  but  the  selfisti 
excuse  that  "self-preservaiion  is  the  supreme 
law,''  and  we  pay  no  one  for  losses  sustained 
and  indignities  suflered.   There  is  now  more 
justice  for  the  helpless  victim  of  a  savage 
war,    tlian  for    the  victim   of  quarantine 
regulations.  We  do  not  discuss  the  question 
as  to  tlw^■alueand  necessity  of  quarantines, 
although    (Ireat    liritain  is  now  proving 
their     usclessness   and    one    international 
sanitary  congress  has  pronounced  against 
them ;  we  simply  wish  to  urge  the  necessity 
of  common,    international    regulations  to 
govern   tliem,   greater    humanity  and  sci- 
entific  knowlcilgc  in  their  administration, 
and  full  responsibility  on  the  pan  of  every 
state  for  the  losses  and  annoyances  caused. 
If  it  is  for  the  general  henulit  of  a  nation, 
or  community,  that  certain  property  should 
be  destroyed,   or  injured  by  disinfecti<in, 
then  the  loss  should  fall  upon  those  bene- 
fitted,   and   not   upon   the  person  whose 
property  is  thus  treated.  If  likewise,  it  is  lor 
the  good  of  a  country  that  arriving  passen- 
gers should  be  detained  for  a  time  in  quar- 
antine, then  they  should  be  treated  welt,  all 
their  expenses  should  be  borne  and  their 
losses  paid.    At  present,  all  the  inconven' 
ience,  prejudice  and  loss  is  thrown  upon 
the  helples*  Victim,  and  the  public  even 
declines  to  ■  consider  the  harsh  treatment 
which  he  has  received  at  tlie  hands  of  petty 
oflcials  and  mercenary  contractoi-s.  The 
whole  system  is  barbarous  and  unjust,  a 
disgrace  to  our  intelligence,  an   anomal)' 
in   our    nineteenth-century    civilization,    a 
travesty  on  all  our  theories    and   codes  of 
justice.     In   this   one   respect  we  have  no 
right  to  call  ourselves  even  half-civQized.

—Gold  was  qnoteil  at  36S  in  Bneiios  Aires  on 
llie   25th,  and  at  358  yesterday. 

—At  Montevideo  the  quaraiiline  against  Argen- 
tine ports  lias  been  increased  to  20  days. 

—In  tlie  Ricardone  colony  in  Santa  F<S  ~tl7e 
wheat  is  giving  from  13  to  30  quintals  per  square 
and  linseed  as  much  as  30  quintals.  A  square 
contains  about  four  acres. 

— During  the  first  eleven  months  of  the  current 
year  1,104,075  frozen  sheep  carcases  have  been 
exported  through  the  port  of  Bvieiios  Aires,  as 
against  719,322  in  the  same  period  o(  1893.' 

— A  telegram  to  Ihe  Pai'z,  dated  the  28th  ult., 
says  that  an  official  declaration  from  the  Argen- 
tine government  has  been  published,  recognizing 
the  existence  of  cholera  at  Rosarlo,  Colastin^  and 
Sania  Fi.  Quarantines  against  these  places  have 
been  declared. 

— A  duel  was  fought  in  Montevideo  on  the  28th 
between  Col.  Sarmiento  and  Dr,  Vicente  Lopez, 
and  to  everybody's  surprise  the  latter  was  badly 
wounded  in  the  abdomen.  This  mishap  is  gene- 
rally considered  an  accident,  as  it  is  a  violation  of 
the  "code"  for  combatants  to  hurt  each  other,  Dr. 
Lopez  has  since  died. 

— We  are  told  that  so  mncli  as  seven  dollars  a 
day  and  food  have  been  offered  to  labourers  on 
some  colonies,  but  (our  and  five  dollars  a  day 
seem  to  be  the  general  wage.  Of  course,  for  such 
wages  it  is  only  natural  that  men  readily  leave 
their  less  remunerative  situations  in  or  near  town 
and  flock  up  to  Santa  F6.  How  the  colonists 
can  afford  to  pay  so  high  a  price  for  their  labou-r 
we  cannot  understand,  and  it  surely  will  swallow 
up  a  great  part  of  their  hard  earned  profit,  if  there 
is  any  profit  at  present  prices.— S/>ort  anil  Pas- 
time. 

—Taxation  is  carried  to  such  an  extreme  in  the 
city  of  Buenos  Aires  that  practically  nothing  es- 
capes. This  year  the  bicycle  comes  in  for  a  license 
tax  of  $5.00— and  is  therefore  on  equal  terms  with 
the  dog,  which  pays  the  same.  A  4-wheeled  cart, 
over  1.44  m.  wide,  must  pay  $100,  while  a  simi- 
lar cart  under  that  width  must  pay  $50.  All  mut- 
ton, beef  and  pork  introduced  into  the  city  from 
other  places  within  the  country  must  pay  respec- 
tively IS,  20  and  35  cents^er  10  kilos.  Every 
telephone  and  telegraph  post  in  the  city  is  taxed 
%l  a  year. 


— It  is  said  that  the  Argeiuine  press  U  showing 
coniiderable  alntm  over  the  recent  acquisition  of 
nvmament  in  Chili.  The  recent  purchase*  of 
Mauser  rifles  and  ammunition  by  tlie  Argentines 
of  course  mean  nothing! 

—An  .Asuncion  telegram  of  the  aSih  sayn  that 
disorders  have  occurred  in  various  place*  on  ac 
count  of  the  senntorlal  elections,  Perlinii"  Bome 
one  wished  to  vote  ayain*t  llie  "genernl"  wlin  i* 
now  playing  dictator  in  that  unliappy  little  coun. 
try. 

—The  press  in  Rio  proposw  that  llrazili.iM  d.>c- 
lors  should  be  carried  on  all  steamers  arriving 
from  Argentina;  why  not  ?  Uruguay  should  claim 
tlie  same  privilege  and  steamship  owners  should 
be  made  to  pay  all  the  loafing  doct'  r  fraternity 
of  tlie  three  lepuhlics  heavy  fiics.  All  tlio*e  doc- 
tors should  be  allowed  to  take  their  families  for 
an  occasional  sea-airtng  and  btiililers  should  be 
forced  to  supply  special  accunimoilatinn  in  all 
steamers  fir  ihe  dncloring  fraiernity.  Verily  tlu^se 
South  Americnn  republics  are  hecoiiiing  altnKether 
loo  nuerly  oh^wn].— Tunes  of  Afgcntina,  Dec.  13, 

—The  gold-seeking  fever  is  spreading  in  thi-i 
country  and  ^ncli  day  brings  reports  of  fair  amounts 
being  obtained  even  by  nnscienlific  means  and 
poor  appliances.  A  gentleman,  just  returned  from 
Cliilecito,  says  that  round  almut  that  nei^jhliour- 
hood  several  people  aie  eng.iged  in  this  industry 
with  fairly  paying  results,  but  that  want  of  capital 
sadly  handicaps  them,  Perhaps  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  we  shall  have  a  regular  Califir- 
nian  rush  in  the  Argentine  and  the  merry  days  of 
the  boom  will  once  more  reign  in  the  land,— 
Times  of  Argciitina. 

—Montevideo  telegrams  of  the  29th  confirm  the 
advice  of  the  preceding  day  that  the  Argentina 
government  had  announced  the  existence  ofclioU 
era  at  Rosario,  Santa  Fd  and  Colastine,  and  hail 
closed  tlio-^e  ports.  A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of 
the  same  dale  says  that  new  cases  had  appeared  in 
the  province  of  Santa  F^.  On  the  3lsl,  liowever, 
a  telegram  10  the  Jonial  do  Comniereio  says  that 
the  decree  published,  announcing  the  existence  of 
cholera  in  Santa  F6,  is  apochryphal,  and  that  the 
government  will  [jroseciile  the  authors,  We  must 
confess  that  we  fail  to  comprehend  the  situation  in 
Argentina. 

—The  immigration  returns  for  November  show 
10,527  arrivals,  Ihe  highest  monthly  figure  for  5 
years  except  in  January  1S90,  when  the  figure  was 
11964,  thanks  to  the  assisted  passages.  For  the 
eleven  months  of  the  year  the  arrivals  are  46.950, 
against  almost  exactly  the  same  number  last  year, 
34,000  in  1892,  and  only  25,000  in  1891,  for  the 
eleven  months.  It  is  quite  evident  that  European 
immigration  to  this  country  is  reviving  very  rap. 
idly.  1918  emiiirants  also  arrived  via  Monteviden 
which  makes  a  grand  lota!  for  the  month  ol  12445  ! 
No  wonder  there  are  now  plenty  of  hands  in  Santa 
Fi.—Btit-nos   Aires  Himld, 

—All  Brazilian  ports  not  mentioned  in  the  de- 
cree 30ih  of  November  ulto.,  are  decreed  to  come 
under  the  category  of  suspected  ports,  and  ar- 
rivals  are  therefore  subject  to  quarantine  here. 
This  new  measure  will  affect  all  vessels  havint; 
sailed  from  Brazdian  ports  on  and  after  the  7lh 
m^Xt^.nK.—Tivm  of  Argentina,  Dec.  i8th.  This  is 
a  lair  sample  of  the  fairness  and  intelligence  of  the 
Argentine  sanitary  officials.  Why  should  a  coast 
line  of  3000  miles  be  brought  under  restrictions 
aimed  at  a  facns  of  infection  lying  back  o(  two 
ports  only  ?  Why  should  Par.i,  MaranhSo,  Per- 
nambuco  and  other  distant  ports  suffer  for  what 
exists  only  in  the  vicinity  ol  Rio  and  Santos  ? 

—  Dr.  Costa  will  to-day  transmit  to  Rio  by  cable 
the  ofticial  medical  report  received  from  Rosario, 
Colastin^  and  San  Nicolas  de  los  Arroyos,  from 
which  it  is  evident  that  in  these  places  not  a  single 
case  of  cholera  morbus  has  occurred.  The  govern- 
ment is  of  opinion  tliat  in  view  of  this  report  and 
the  infoimatiou  transmitted  by  the  Brazilian  rep- 
resentative here,  the  quarantine  imposed  on  ves.

—The  Jiazon  of  Rosario  publishes  a  miserable 
story  which  we  fear  may  be  taken  as  a  sample  ol 
the  ofhcialdom  in  Santa  Ft-  province.  The  station 
master  at  Centeno,  on  the  Cordoba  and  Rosario 
railway,  was  unfortunate  enough  to  have  a  small 
differene,  ol  the  most  trivial  kind,  with  a  gentle- 
man who  was  a  friend  of  \.\\Gj'uez  de paz.  lie  was 
attacked  while  dining  with  some  friends  by  the 
party  who  considered  himself  aggrieved  by  not 
having  his  goods  unloaded  just  when  he  wanted 
Ihem.  Luckily,  his  friends  were  able  to  disarm 
the  assailant,  for  murder  might  have  been  done. 
Presently,  however,  the  juez  de  paz  sent  for  the 
two  combatants,  and  had  them  locked  up  in  the 
same  cell,  having  previously  had  the  forethoui;ht 
to  provide  his  friend  with  a  heavy  whip,  which  he 
used  for  the  purpose  of  committing  a  murderous 
assault  on  the  unfortunate  staiinn master.  When 
the  castigation  was  considered  sufficient,  the  friend 
of  the  Juez  was  released,  and  a  couple  of  hours 
later,  his  victim  was  allowed  to  crawl  away  and 
reflect  on  the  danger  of  ofTendinc;  any  one  who 
was  in  favor  with  the  powers  that  be.  We  do 
not  suppose  that  any  punishment  will  be  inflicted 
either  on  criminal  or  accomplicei  the  judge  will 
probably  remain  to  administer  justice  until  two  or 
three  more  instances  like  the  present  have  proved 
him  worthy  to  be  called  to  a  higher  sphere.— 
Review,   Euenos  Aires. 


—The  Argentine  crank  whose  bugbear  is  the 
foreigner,  is  always  with  us.  He  was  in  the  Senate 
the  other  day  when  the  formation  of  a  permanent 
council  on  secondary  education  was  under  discus- 
sion, and  he  was  most  anxious  that  the  danger 
of  foreigners  being  allowed  to  sit  on  ihis  council 
shonM  be  provided  against.  He  supported  his 
conteniifHi  by  the  exceedingly  lame  ar^jument  that 
it  should  nin  be  difficult  to  find  suitable  men 
among  Argentines,  either  native  or  n;ituralized. 
We  do  not  doubt  it,  but  it  might  also  happen  that 
some  resident  here  possessed  eminent  qualifica- 
tions, .iiid  in  such  a  case  the  mere  fact  of  his  being 
a  foreigner  should  not  cause  his  services  to  be 
lost  to  the  country.  It  is  certainly  a  desirable 
thing  that  the  citizenship  of  Argentina  should  be 
recruited  (rem  the  best  of  the  foreign  residents, 
but  measures  such  as  tliat  just  passed  by  the  Sen- 
ale  are  disagreeably  suggestive  of  a  feeling  that 
citizenship  is  a  penalty  that  must  be  imposed  on 
all  who  would  seek  to  he  of  use  here.- A'«//tiy, 
Buenos  Aires. 

—To-day  the  shareholders  of  the  Paraguay 
Central  raihv.iy  will  have  an  opportunity  of  dif. 
cussing  an  agreement  proposed  as  a  basis  of  set- 
tlement between  the  company  and  the  government 
of  the  republic.  The  guaranteed  interest  was 
^241,622  at  Anril  30-the  datetowlich  the  ac- 
counts  are  made  up— and  with  a  gold  premium 
ranging  between  520  nnd  620  per  c^;nl,  there 
seems  no  great  likelihood  that  ihe  j;.ivernment 
will  ever  he  able  t.i  pay  the  arrears.  The  Para- 
guayan legislaiiire  has  approved  a  contract  reliev- 
ing the.  government  of  the  guarantee  liahiliiy 
until  1909,  ill  return  lor  ihe  lenunciation  of  the 
^210,000  of  preference  shares  held  by  the  govern- 
ment. This  contract,  which  includes  an  arrange- 
ment lor  an  extension  of  the  line,  will  be  submitt. 
ed  to-morrow,  and  no  doubt  boih  share  and  bond 
holder*  will  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there 
is  no  course  open  for  them  but  10  accept  it.  The 
terrible  depreciation  of  the  Paraguayan  currency 
makes  the  future  of  the  company  exceedingly 
dubious.  In  1S93-94  a  gross  increase  of  $145,490 
was  earned  ;  but  the  expenditure  rose  $166,40^, 
absording  $745,816  out  of  ^ross  receipts  of  $754': 
680,  so  thai  net  revenue  was  viititally  mm.

USELESS  IMMIGRA  T/O.W 
A  decree  has  been  issued  from   the   m  ni^^try  of 


foment  ampblying  the  law  of  June  [9,  1S90,  in  so 
far  as  it  applies  to  useless  immigration.  The  ful- 
lowing  immigrants  are  declared  rejected  ;  tliose 
suffering  from  any  contagious  disease,  mendicants, 
those  incapacitated  for  work  by  organic  vice  or 
physical  defect,  those  more  than  60  years  old, 
Asiatics,  Africans  and  gipsies  or  Bohemians.  All 
these  are  forbidden  to  diseraliark  in  ports  of  the 
republic  when  arriving  as  2iid  or  3rd  class  pas. 
sengers  from  Argentina  or  Paraguay,  or  as  3rd. 
class  from  Brazil  or  other  foreign  port.  Exception 
is  made  in  favor  of  sexagenarians  when  members 
ofafamily  of  not  less  than  four  persons  capable 
of  work,  or  when  able  to  show  means  of  suste- 
nance  without  appeal  to  charity,  llie  direction 
general  of  immigration  shall  appoint  from  among 
its  staff  an  inspector,  who  shall  cooperate  with  the 
port  and  sanitary  authorities  in  the  examination  of 
all  immigrants  for  the  above  purposes.  The  mar- 
itime authorities  shall  notify  all  agents  of  steamers 
and  sailing  vessels  of  a  prudential  term  lor  the 
enforcement  of  this  decree.  The  Uruguayan  con- 
suls abroad  shall  also  be  notified,  in  0'.ier  that 
they  may  not  lend  any  authority  or  ass-ianceto 
the  arrival  of  such  immigrants.— ;I^ot»/^:'/,w  Times,

AGRICULTURAL  SCHOOL,  ETC. 

The  executive  has  signed  and  promulgaled  the 
law    lor    the    establishment     of    an    agricultural 
scliool  and  experimental  farm,  just  passed  by  the 
chambers.    The  establishment  is  to  be  controlled 
by  the 'ministry  of  foment  and   situated  on    the 
state   properly  at  Toledo,  department  of  Colonia. 
In  the  school  there  is  to  be  taught  the  programme 
of  education  of  the  third  grade,  in  so  far  as  it  is  not 
suprifluous   to  agriculture,    and   in   addition    ihe 
following  studies,— principles   of  natural  history, 
zoobigy  and  veterinary  practice,  agricultural  bot- 
any and  the   diseases  of  cultivated  plants,  agri. 
cultural  meteorology,  agricnllnre,  arboriculture  and 
viticulture,   mathemalics,     algebra,   geometry   and 
plane   trigonometry,  general,  analytical    and    agri- 
cultural mechanics,  physics,  the  management   of 
agriculluia!  machinery,  landscape  and   market  gar- 
dening and  rural  building,  rural  industries,  draw- 
ing,   rural  economy  and  legislation,    agricultural 
accounts.    The  farm  is  to  he  devoted  to  the  ex- 
perimental cultivation  of  cereals,  pasturage,  fruit 
nnd  forest  trees,  and  industrial  plants  of  all  des. 
criptions,  experiinenti  in  new  cultures,  analysis 
of  soil*  and  manures,  and  experiments    with  the 
same,  exjieriments  with  destructive  insects  and  the 
means  of  combatting  them,  plantation  of  American 
and  other  imper»ioua  vines  either  in  the  farm  or 
elsewhere  deemed    convenient,  raising    of   seed- 
plants  or  cuttings  for  propagation  throughout  the 
republic,  aftvisiny   the  government,  agiiculturists 
and  stock-breeders  on  all  agricultural  or  farming 
matters.    A  monihly  journal  and  an  annual  report 
are  to  be  published,  containing  the  result  of  the 
studies  and  operations  nnd  the  general  movement 
of  the  establishment,  pupils  and  boarders  maybe 
taken,  the  latter  not  to  exceed  50.  Scholarships  are 
to  be  instituted,  open  to  public  school  pupils,  one 
(or  each  department  of  the  republic.  Agricultural 
apprentices,  not  more  than  25,  may  be  taken  for 
two  years  each.    The  technical  staff  shall  consist 
of  a  director  and  sub-director,  a  professor  of  na- 
tiiral  history,  veterinary,  etc.,  a  professor  of  third 
grade  tducation,   and  such   assistants  as   the  de- 
velopment of  the  csiablishinent  may  require,  whilst 
ihe  general  administration  is  confided  to  an   hon- 
orary  committee    of  three    persons  appointed   by 
the  executive.     $Sooo  is   allowed  for  expenses  of 
installation  and  $15,142   for   the  yearly  budget  of 
expenses.     The  executive  is  authorised  lo  engage 
from   abroad   a   person    competent   lo   instal   and 
direct    ihe  estnbli.hmcnt,   lor  not   more  than   six 
years  and  at  a  yeaidy  salary  of  $3600.

LIBERIAN  COFFEE  UNDER  SHADE. 

Curiously  enough  we  have  just  received  a  letter 
Iroin  a  planter,  who  has  a  considerable  acreage  in 
Liberian  coffee,  adverting  to  the  very  subject.al- 
luded  to  by  us  yesierday,  namely,  the  desirability 
of  trying  Liberian  coffee  under  moderate  shade. 
He  says  :  — 

"I  read  your  remarks  on  Liberian  coffee  in 
your  issue  of  the  6th  with  int  erest.  That  we  were 
far  too  hasty  in  geiting  rid  of  the  trees  lo  make 
room  for  tea  I  am  convinced.  I  did  not  destroy  all 
mine,  but  left  them  in  a  hollow  where  they  were 
doing  remarkably  well,  and  I  have  had  no  reason 
to  regret  it.  Not  only  so,  but  I  am  taking  steps 
to  extend  my  acreage,  but  only  under  light  shade. 
I  fully  believe  in  shade  for  Liberian,  but  it  must 
not  be  heavy  shade.  In  my  case  rubber  trees 
planted  very  widely  apart  aftord  capital  shade  for 
the  coffee.  If  the  shade  is  too  thick  the  trees  grow 
up  spindly  and  without  stamina.    Moreover,  I  do 
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not  think  hand* weeding  Buiial)le.  To  bare  tlie 
'ground  to  the  tropical  snn  Riid  the  pnurlni;  rnln  ii 
moit  Injurious  fur  Liberian  cnfiee.  Il  induce)  din- 
'Case  and  weakens  the  trees.  I  prefer  to  let  it  cmw 
up  in  weed*  m  they  do  lii  India,  and  then  nfier  ^ 
^Ime  to  cut  the  weedi  down  with  a  tilckte  and  Inter 
on  dig  them  into  the  soil.  At  anyiliini!  like  pre- 
sent  prices  a  very  smntl  reiuni  per  acre  would  ;>ay 
better  than  tea.  To  those  who  have  good  \mA  — 
mind,  I  only  say  ^^oati  land  —  I  ndvise  the  planting 
of  this  variety  of  coftec." 

Coming  as  this  does  Irom  a  really  experienced 
■planter,  it  is  valualile  as  iniiicnting  a.  returning 
'failh  in  Liberian  coffee  under  (avornble  conditions 
■of  soil,  climate,  and  ciiltivaiion,  It  is  to  he  noticed 
that  "light  shnde"  is  spoken  ol  ns  essential  to  suc- 
cess, but  we  should  like  to  have  the  experience 
and  opinions  o(  others  liefore  coming  lo  any  de- 
cision on  the  point.  H  shade  is  beneficial,  or  even 
not  harmful,  wQiiUi  il  be  possilile  to  culiivatc  Li- 
berian  coffee  beneath  coconuts  lor  instance  ?  We 
know  of  tea  being  succes'ifiiUy  grown  under  such 
conditions,  but  whetlier  Liberian  cuffee  has  been 
ao  tried  we  are  not  aware,  At  all  events  we  should 
like  to  hear  the  result  from  those  who  have  had 
experience  on  the  point,  for  if  success  could  be 
obtained  it  would  open  up  a  wotideifnl  vista  belore 
the  eyes  of  the  proprietors  of  re-iUy  good  coconut 
land.  As  a  rule,  liowever,  two  products  do  not 
thrive  when  planted  on  the  same  land.  Kitlier 
one  ruins  the  other  or  the  productiveness  ol  l>oiIi 
'is  affected,  In  Veyangodde,  and  in  parts  of  Kalu- 
tara,  Ber.tola,  and  Galle,  where  the  sod  is  gene- 
rally excellent,  experiments  such  as  that  we  have 
indicated  could  be  carried  on  with  the  best  pro's, 
peels  of  success,  but  perhaps  results  have  already 
"been  obtained  which  might  n-efully  be  made  pub- 
lic?   If  so  we  should  like  lo  hear  wlial  they  are.

In  a  very  intereslin^  lecture  delivered  at  the  V.\i. 

flisli  Literary  Society  in  Ociol>er  last  by  Mr  Jnhn 
IcGee,  C.  E.,  upon  ihe  subject  of  Mininijinlhe 
Argentine  Repuldic,  the  lecturer,  after  ijiviiiii  an 
exhaustive  descriplion  uf  the  mining  regions,  their 
past  history  and  their  future  )"^s,sil^dllids,  made  an 
observation  which  seems  to  us  to  strike  tlie  keynote 
of  the  whole  inininf;  question.  He  said:  "Cannot 
the  public  do  sometlimg  to  encourajje  this  industry  ? 
■It  is  useless  to  go  abroad  for  capital  when  those 
in  the  vicinity  slmw  no  interest  m  the  indusiry  and 
ro  diposiiion  lo  invest  capital  in  lis  devclopmeni. 
To  redeem  Argentina  fiom  the  discredit  in  which, 
unfortunately,  she  is  held  to-day  in  foieign  niaikets, 
it  is  useless  to  apply  for  new  loans  or  new  capital 
"for  new  industries.  It  is-  necessary  that  those  in 
the  country  show  their  faith  in  it  !)y  risking  their 
means,  even  on  a  small  scale,  in  starting  and 
■developing  the  known  resources  of  the  country. 
When  once  a  fair  business  is  put  on  its  feet,  plenty 
of  capital  will  offer  itself  unasked  for  enlarging  the 
business  to  any  eKteni,  " 

Few  men  have  gone  more  thorimghly  or  intelli- 
gently into  the  question  of  mining  in  Art-entina 
than  Mr.  MtGee,  and  ahhough,  as  he  says  himself, 
a  civil  and  not  a  minint;  engineer  by  profession,  he 
certainly  showed  by  his  lecture  a  very  thorough 
knowledge  of  ihe  whole  business, 

A  great  number  ol  people  are  held  hack  from 
investing  in  mining  because  in  Argentina  this 
industry  has  been  generally  unsuccessful,  but  if 
those  people  would  go  a  little  deeper  than  the 
surface  of  that  objection,  they  would  discover  that 
the  chief  cause  ol  that  lack  of  success  has  not  been 
the  absence  of  mineral  wealth,  of  which  Argentina 
possesses  an  enormous  share,  hut  ignorance  of 
how  to  work  it  to  the  best  advantage  and  conse- 
quent waste  of  money,  followed  by  failure. 

And  if  Ihe  principle  of  investing  nothing  in  en- 
terprises which  liRve  given  bad  results  were  followed 
out,  what  would  the  capitalist  put  his  money  into  in 
Argentina  to-day?  Railway  shares?  Government 
stocks?  Cednlas  ?  Citalinas  shares?  Central  Pro- 
duce Market?  have  they  not  all  fluctuated  during 
the  past  few  years  [o  an  extent  as  ruinous  as  any 
mining  stock  that  was  ever  issued  ?  The  fact  is  that 
mining  is  as  legitimate  an  industry  as  any,  and  is 
destined  one  day  to  change  ihe  face  of  Argentina, 
but  it  requires  tiuelligeuce,  comiietence  and  econ- 
omy in  its  working,  and  in  order  to  draw  foreign 
capital  into  it,  a  successful  beginning  must  be  made 
by  some  company  formed  in  Argentina  with  Argen- 
tine capital. 

We  have  now  before  its  the  prospeclns  of  such  a 
company,  which  is  being  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  working  alluvial  deposits  of  gold  which  have 
been  discovered  in  Neuquen  Territory,  tested,  and 
reported  upon  favorably. 

It  is  neither  our  mission  or  purpose  lo  "boom" 
any  particular  enterprise,  but  we  know,  as  do  all 
who  have  visited  the  Andes,  that  Ihe  whole  range 
of  monnlains  is  full  of  mineral  wealth,  in  the  sue- 
-cesslul  working  of  which  lies  a  great  future  for  Ar- 
'gentina,  and  we,  therefore,  hail  wiih  pleasure  the 
appearance  of  a  prospectus,  based  upon  the  per- 
sonal work  of  persons  of  known  competence,  and 
upon  the  logical  conclusions  deduced  therefrom, 
and  calling  for  the  very  modest  capital  necessary 
to  develop  the  enterprise,  to  be  invested  by  those 
in  this  country  who  are  willing  to  risk  legitimately 
a  levi^  dollars,  in  order  to  assist  in  proving  that  Ar- 
gentina may  become  a  great  mining  country. 

On  a  stream  called  by  the  Indians  Milla  Michi 
C6  and  its  two  tributaries  Arroyo  Nuevo  and  Cura

11  il  unique,  inasnnich  as,  although  Me  Allan  has 
reported  upon  vaiious  mines  in  Argentina,  tills  is 
llie  fust  the  .working  of  which  he  has  been  able  to 
recommend  as,  to  use  his  own  wjrds,  "a  sound 
and  legitimate  enterprise  which  will  leave  a  hand- 
some profiuipon  the  amount  of  copilal  required 
/or  working  it,  " 

Another  point  in  favor  of  the  Milla-Michi-Cii 
Mining  Coni]>any  is  that  the  prospectus  Is  per- 
feclty  simple  and  straightforward,  and  calls  for  no 
money  which  is  ii>'t  necessary  for  the  working  of 
Ihe  mine,  wlide  it  states  plainly  the  terms,  quite 
moderate  ones,  upon  which  the  present  o%vners  of 
the  mine  make  over  the  propeity  lo  the  new  com- 
pany, remaining  themselves  largely  iiiieresied  as 
shnieholders  111  llie  concern. 

There  are  no  commissii)ns  or  promotion  fees  for 
the  shnrcliolders  lo  pay,  and  the  capital  to  be 
subscribed,  of  which  50  percent,  is  called  up,  is 
only  $100,000  gold,  sufficient  to  develop  .illuvial 
washings  where  no  ex|.)eiisive  or  ciistly  uia<:hiii- 
er)r  is  required,  and  where  every  detail  of  super- 
vision and  management  will  be  c.inicd  out  in  a 
competent  and  economical  manner.  / 

The  failure  uf  mining  in  Argentina  has  been 
mainly  due  to  insufficient  study  o(  the  special 
Circumstances  and  requiriments  of  each  enterprise, 
the  consequence  of  which  has  been  that,  in  many 
cases,  costly  machinery  has  been  sent  out  from 
England  entirely  niiadapted  to  the  work  in  hand, 
and  ill  oilieis  heavy  and  unnecessary  expenses 
have  exhausted  the  capital  almost  before  work  has 
been  commenced. 

Ml'.  McGee  cites  a  mining  enterprise  in  the  pro- 
vince of  Ri.ijii  where  at  least  C  75.ooo  sterling 
vvere  spent  in  the  purchase  of  machinery,  transport- 
atioti,  an  1  erection  in  silii  for  tiie  working  of  the 
ores  of  a  supposed  mine—  of  a  stnng^'r  or  vein  but 
eiglil  inche.s  in  thxkness,  bnt  of  high  grade  ore— 
and  on  attempting  to  develoij  the  mine  the  vein 
ran  to  nothing,  or  "  jielered  out  "  as  miners  say, 
Had  a  few  thousand,  perhaps  a  tew  hundred 
pounds  been  spent  on  a  test  of  the  mine  belore 
making  extensive  purchases  of  plant,  the  greater 
pan  ofthecapilal  could   have  lieen  saved. 

Expeiienccs  like  these,  which  have  lieen  alio, 
gether  too  f,equeiit  in  Argentina,  naturally  pre- 
vent many  people  from  investing  in  mining  s'lares, 
hut  they  do  not  disiirove  the  fact  that  the"  mineral 
wealth  of  Aigeniiiia  is  very  great  and  that,  some 
day,  when  intelligent  and  competent  working  has 
made  one  mine  a  thorougii  succe'^s,  capital  and 
immigration  wilt  again  flow  into  this  country  and 
bring  ns  back  to  the  ]Kttlis  of  prosperity, 


Provincial  JsJotes 


— S^o  Paulo  is  threatened  with  two  more  daily 
papers. 

—The  new  governor  of  the  state  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  was  formally  inaugurated  on  Monday  last. 

—It  is  announced  that  the  epidemic  at  Rezende 
is  completely  extinct,  and  that  tlie  hospital  has 
been  closed  up. 

—A  telegram  from  Victoria  on  the  2Sth  ult. 
reports  the  Lloyd  Braztleiro  steamer  Ararnama 
aground  at  Lagamar,  on  the  Rio  Doce.  The  ship 
was  subsequently  saved, 

—It  is  reported  that  the  S.  Paulo  government  is 
about  to  move  the  immigrants'  hospedaria  to  the 
station  of  S.  Bernardo.  The  present  structure 
will  be  transformed  inlo  an  insane  asylum. 

—A  telegram  from  Maranhao  on  the  28th  ull. 
announces  the  shipwreck  of  the  Norwegian  bark 
Deux  at  the  entrance  of  tlmt  port.  The  Deux  was 
from  Cardiff  with  a  cargo  of  coal,  The  captain 
and  crew  were  saved. 

—The  sanitary  authorities  announce  a  case  of 
cholera  at  Vassouras.  The  Pah  calls  ii  fhokra 
secco,  and  says  that  it  is  very  serious,  so  serious  in 
fact  that  it  required  italics  to  express  our  col- 
league's feelings  about  il. 

—Telegrams  from  Baliia  on  the  28th  ult.  report 
disturbances  there  promoted  by  the  sailors  from 
the  Dutch  naval  vessels  in  port.  It  is  inevitable 
that  "Jack"  will  gel  drunk  and  create  trouble 
whenever  he  is  permitted  to  have  a  day's  "liberty," 

—According  to  telegrams  from  Aracaju  on  the 
30th  ult.,  there  is  prospect  of  trouble  in  .Sergipe 
during  the  approaching  elections.  The  slate  gov- 
ernment fears  an  attack  from  the  opposition,  wtiich 
may  only  he  an  excuse  for  the  use  of  police  in 
keeping  the  opposition  under. 

—There  was  a  liltle  "scare"  in  S,  Paulo  on 
Christmas  day,  owing  to  a  report  that  there  were 
1,500  cases  of  cholera  in  the  immigrants'  hospe- 
datia.  An  investigation  led  to  the  disclosure  that 
a  large  number  of  cases  of  indigestion  had  result- 
ed from  a  generous  indulgence  in  codfish  —  and 
nothing  more. 

— Telegrams  from  Curilyba  on  the  27th  ult. 
state  that  police  inlerferences  in  the  electoral 
campaign  in  that  state,  are  of  daily  occurrence.  It 
is  highly  unlikely  that  a  fair  election  will  be  pos- 
sible in  that  slate.  And  yet,  the  republicans  of 
the  Vicente  Machado  siripe,  are  loud  in  their  pro- 
tests as  to  liberty  and  justice! 

On  the  2nd  inst.  the  municipality  of  Bahia 
began  selling  farinka  de  mandioca,  in  bags,  at  13$ 
for  1st  quality,  12$  for  2nd  quality  and  10$  lor 
3rd  quality,  no  buyer  being  able  to  purchase  more 
than  one  bag.  At  retail  the  prices  of  the  three 
qualities  are  160,  140  and  120  reis  per  litre,  each 
purchaser  being  unable  to  buy  more  than  five 
litres. 


—  .\  iclcginni  fioin  \'n;toiii\  on  the  37th  ult,  savs 
thai  the  police  are  carrying  on  unbridled  recruit- 
ment in  ihal  place.  Anotlier  "hill  of  rights" 
should  be  adopted  ai  once  I 

—A  telegram  of  the  aStli  ull.  savs  that  the 
people  of  llarrn  do  Pirahy  had  held  a  meeting  to 
consider  the  situation,  after  which  they  went  in  a 
body  to  tiie  station  and  asked  the  annitary  comniis- 
sion  to  leave  the  place,  as  there  is  no  such  thing 
there  as  an  epidemic.  As  the  einployiis  <>f  the 
commission  were  armed,  ihe  citizena  filially  witli- 
drew  pacifically, 

— Telegiams  published  here  on  the  29tli  ult. 
state  tliai  a  Uahia  merchant  iianied  Vicente  Costa 
had  been  denounced  hy  his  own  employes  for  al- 
tempting  to  burn  his  place  of  business.  On  the 
following  ilay,  another  telegram  annmuices  his 
release  from  arrest,  from  winch  il  would  appear 
that  the  p"l!ce  authorities  have  been  convinced  of 
his  iiiil'iceiice. 

— According  to  n  correspondent  of  the  Jonial 
the  475  Oiincse  who  landed  here  one  year  ago,  are 
iioi  giving  full  satisfaction.  They  are  not  able  to 
du  tlie  wurk  expected  from  them.  On  arrival  they 
were  sent  fi  the  cane  fields  of  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
and  their  wages  were  fixed  at  25$  a  nioiilh,  with 
food  (mil  shelter;  say  one  pound  sterling  a  month 
in  cash.  II  ihey  du  but  liule,  the  planter  smely 
can  not  compLun. 

—The  sanitary  precautions  taken  at  15eleni  seem 
to  be  designed  10  give  ihe  maxiimim  of  annoyance 
with  a  minimum  of  benelit.  It  i;enerally  lakes  an 
liiiur  to  c.saiiune  the  sanitary  passports— a  service 
tliai  might  be  performed  on  the  train— and  the 
passengers  during  this  time  are  herded  under  a 
canvass  shed,  exposed  to  the  rain  and  chilling 
winds,  and  are  unprovided  witli  seats.  We  are 
constnnl  in  urging  a  willing  compliance  with  all 
sanitary  regulations,  hut  it  must  be  observed  thai 
we  can  not  commend  such  treatment  as  this. 

—The  GaZi-ta  dc  M'lJdas  is  informed  that  much 
acliviiy  is  displayed  in  the  creation  of  the  new 
capital  which  the  slate  of  .Minns  Geraes 

at   licllo-IIorisonte,  about    eight   mile„  .,.,- 

barA.  A  hinnch  line  of  raiUvav  is  undsr  cnii- 
structioii  to  the  place,  and  lenders  will  soon  lie 
asktd  for  water  works  to  cost  over  900.000$,  thi 
governoi's  palace  500,000$,  the  parish  clinrch 
400,000$,  and  Ihe  Ko.-auo  chapel  40,000$.  The 
public  park  is  being  made  by  the  autimrilies.  In 
a  short  lime  tenders  will  also  be  invited  for  an 
admimsiratlon  liuildinR,  a  building  for  the  legis- 
lature, a  forum,  a  municipal  hall,  a  quartel, 
primary  schools  and  the  streets. 

—  A  S,  Paulo  correspondent  writes  as  follows  ; 
— "Vesierday,  Christmas  day,  I  was  passing  the 
Santa  Casa  thi  iMisericordta  with  an  English  friend, 
when  I  suggested  a  visit  as  there  might  he  some 
of  our  own  nationality  there.  Much  to  our  sur- 
prise we  found  Jimmy  Hinds,  liie  well-known 
jockey,  lying  dead  in  llie  moilnary.  Upon  enquiry 
I  found  tliat  he  had  entered  the  hospital  about 
9.30  on  Christmas  Eve  and  died  about  midnight, 
and  tlie  officials  told  me  that  he  had  no  meiiical 
atteudance  whatever.  X  asked  why  this  occurred, 
and  the  only  reply  was  lo  the  effect  that  it  was  on 
account  of  the  epidemic."

-Reg-irding  the  health  of  Marshal  Floriano 
I  eixoto  the  Jormit  do  Commercio  has  been  able 
to  learn  that  he  has  been  suffering  from  chronic 
malaria  f.ir  a  long  lime,  from  winch  an  enlarije- 
mpni  of  the  spleen  ami  liver  resuJted.  After 
clianging  Ins  residence  to  Cosme  Velho  he  was 
attacked  with  inlermitteMt  fever.  When  he  went 
up  country,  he  was  suffering  from  a  swelling 
(cudma)  of  the  lower  limbs,  but  as  he  had  once 
had  beri-bert  it  was  not  certain  whether  this 
symptom  resulted  hom  the  malaria  or  indicated  a 
return  of  the  old  disease.  While  at  Tres  Bichas 
he  was  as  well  as  could  be  expected  np  to  the  25th 
ull.  On  that  day  he  w.is  suddenly  prostrated  and 
several  physicians  were  called  in.  On  the  2Stli  he 
was  to  have  gone  to  Barhacena  for  treatment. 

—According  lo  the  testimony  of  an  ex-sergeant, 
who  was  examined  in  regard  to  the  punishinents 
inflicted  on  the  soldier  Manoel  Pereira,  these 
casiigations  were  common  and  constant  occur- 
rences. Twenty.five  blows  with  the  sword  seems 
to  have  been  the  lightest  punishment  inflicted.
